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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
09/01/09 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 5 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 1 contains the limitations "wherein the 
first source of reagents contains reagents for conducting the first, second and third sub- 
groups of assays, the second source of reagents contains only those reagents for 
conducting the first and second sub-groups of assays, and the third source of 
reagents contains only those reagents for conducting the first sub-groups of 
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assays. The Examiner submits the highlighted passage is new matter. Applicant has 
directed the Examiner to Paragraphs [0042] - [0044] and [0046]. The first, second and 
third sources of reagents are elements 28, 27 and 26, respectively. The third source of 
reagents is server 26. Paragraphs [0042] and [0044], however, state that the server 26 
(the third source of reagents in claim 1 1 ) contains both Type A and Type C assays. 
Therefore, the third source of reagents may contain more than only those reagents for 
conducting the first sub-groups of assays. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant has provided new claim 13 which contains both partitioning the assays 
into three sub-groups and providing three reagent sources. This is sufficient to 
overcome the previous 102 rejections. The Examiner has provided a new rejection 
under USC 103 below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 5 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Devlin (7,1 01 ,71 5) in view of Vuong et al. (7,270,784). The Examiner believes 
Applicant is familiar with the Devlin and Vuong references. In summary, Devlin teaches 
providing the samples, providing the reaction carousel and partitioning the different 
assays into three groups (see columns 9-10). Devlin does not teach a third reagent 
source. Vuong teaches an analyzer having multiple reagent sources (140, 145, 150, 
155). One would add the additional reagent servers from Vuong to speed processing of 
samples. Applicant has argued that Vuong does not teach duplicating the sample 
reagents within only one of the sources. The Examiner submits that this argument is 
beyond the scope of the claim as written. In addition, the Examiner submits it would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art provide the first, second and third reagents in 
all of the reagent sources. Applicant has not claimed any specific step(s) such as 
loading the reagent cartridges or dispensing the reagents to or from a specific source 
such as the cartridges. Applicant has simply recited the broad step of "providing the... 
reagent sources". This limitation may be met simply by duplication of parts provided 
from Vuong.
